Each and every fish sampled had
elevated levels of Methyl Mercury,
five times more than the safe human
consumption level (0.135 mg/kg).
There are signs posted at the two
ponds where fish were sampled.
Pond 1 is located on the southeast
corner of the K-20 highway and Gold-
finch Road junction. Pond 2 is lo-

dependent upon the weight of the
person. For example: A person of
200Ibs should be limited to 120z. of
fish per month. A person that
weights 150lbs. would be limited to
9o0z. of fish per month. The Food and

The average mercury concentrations
of predatory fish (15 fish including
Largemouth Bass and Crappie) are
included in the table above. One bot-
tom feeder (Bullhead Yellow) was
caught in 130t and Goldfinch Pond
(Pond 2) and had 0.505 mg/kg of
methyl mercury.
